so nil terms, of eoiirse favoralile to myself, 
Wlieii 1 arrived at Port i'owiisend objec- 
tions wei-t! raised to my jirooeeding with 
tho ve,s3el on the grounds that I wii.s a 
British pilot, and had notapro]ier lieen,se 
from the pilotage authorities at that place 
to enalile iiie to take the ship mtt of an

In ei niehisiiei I eaiiiii.l 
lu'lp ri-iuarking, that the iiriviieges 1 
claimed in taking the Alki through 
British waters, were the same as those en- 
joyed by an .Vinerican pilot —Cajjl. (iiird- 
iiier, in aceiiiii|)aiiiug 11. M, S. Caroline, 
as pilot , on her recent cruiso to Alaskan 
waters, but with this dilForeiico, that one 
of llei' Majesty's ships can take atiy pilot 
she likes.

I A JlectluK of I'etltimi-Sltruors Called. 

A meeting of citizens who signed the 
influential inoiuurial asking tho council to 
adopt tlie Hendry sohomo is called for to- 
dtiy. Tt is said that tho object of the 
meoling ia to take steiis to apply to tho 
stiprenie court for an order taking tho 
control of the water works out of the 
liunds of tlio city council and vesting it in 
three uoiiiiaiasioiiers, as provided by the 
water works act. This is an extreme step 
and one which we feel sure the parties to 
the movement will have reason to deeply 
regret at an early day. Not only will 
t liore be the danger of an iucrcaHo in water 
rates; hat the peojile will have the melan- 
choly satisfaction of seeing the expendi- 
ture of a considerable |)(irtion of the civic 
revenue placed in the liandH of oomniia- 
sioners, who wilt be responsible only to 
themselves. .So far as the city council is 
concerned a niiijoiity would probably 
be in fjivor of partin;; with this most un- 
lileasaiil bone of contention for the sake 
of iieace; but if, as has been intimated, 
the w.iter coiiimissionor never endorsed 
the Hendry sclieme, every steii so far 
taken is illegal and every dollar o.Kpended 
has been illegally spi^iit. Water iiiattorH 
are ilia nice mess, truly; but. rather than 
N'ole for a scheme in wliich they have no 
ciintideiice a majority of the councillorB 
would prefer to see the control of the 
water works ttikon out of tlio city's hands. 
The adoption of the Hendry scheme would 
be a W'lfse i';ilaiiiity tli.an tlie appointment 
of three coinniissioners. 



THAT OPIUM SEIZURE. 

.Mr, Mcliean's Story— Says a Job Was Put Up on 
' lllni by Some Sharpers. 

On the western exi)ro8s last night says 
the Winnipeg ^'ini, arrived the consign- 
iiieut. of opium iihouL which therehas boon 
such a fu,ss. It was packed in two zinc 
trunks and two coiiiiiion packing cases, 
and came on ;is baggage, 'flio four pack- 
ages weighed about ."jOO pounds in all, but 
150 pounds is siipiiosed to be allowed on 
the ticket of the owner, who is Mr, Dan 
McLean, a store-keeper at Moosejaw, but 
who does most of his business in Victoria, 
sending produce, etc, to that city. Tho 
boxes had bonded tags attached 
to thotn, and were checked to Chicago. 
Tho apprisal from the custom authorities 
in Victoria that the goods wereaboard the 
train had been receii'ed, and when the 
tr.iin pulled into the station here the cus- 
toms aiitlioritioR iirmiiiitly took possession 
of the packages and carried fehem into the 
bond room at the stjition whore they were 
locked up. The next thing to do was to 
find out what disposition to make of the 
goods, whether to detain them liere of 
send them back to Victoria, as requested 
bji Mr, Hamley, tho collector. It was 
thought that they should be given over to 
Traffic Manager Kerr for custody. Several 
telegrams were exchanged with Ottawa, 
and after discussion it is understood to 
have been decided to ro-shiiiltbe opium to 
Victoria,

H e paid a mournful tribute lo 
his pel by digging a neal grave and even 
jirep.'iri'd a small hiiadstone, iilaeing a 
iii.jiiioi'ial inseriplion tlu^reon. Last, e\'eii 
lug the report, of a pistol was hi^anl by 
the family and lator the dead body of Al- 
lan was found lying across the newly made 
grave of tho dog.

Ho stout- 
ly denies any intention nf smuggling, and 
asserts that he ^,llillpe(l the goods to Lon- 
don, (Int., where he li.m oeciisionally sent 
consignments before, Th.^ opifcm is not 
consumed in London, being smuggled 
across the line in sm;ill ipiantitics. There 
is money in the business, as tlie American 
duly is ,«10 a iinund, while it is but go in 
Canada. Tho opium is maiiufnotured by 
Chinamen in N'ieloria, and of tho raw 
material brought from Chiii;i, and is scdd 
in Victoria for $10 a pound. It is worth 
.S12 in London, Out,, and brings §25 in 
Chicago, hence the desirability of smug- 
gling, I'.iit In return In Mr. McLean's 
story. He asserts that he was followed 
from A'icini ia by three sharpers, who suc- 
ceeded in bringing the C. P. R. agent to 
change the address and send it to Chicago. 
He says their object was to get it away 
from him and tell il in Ihe SliiLcs. He 
nniiced Ikeiii on board the triiiiiiind think- 
ing all was not right he entered tho bag- 
gage car and discovered the change that 
had been made in the address on the 
goods. He wired from Kaiiiloops to Mr. 
Atideraon, the baggage agent here, to atop 
the goods here, giving the iiiiniber of tlm 
checks, etc, lle.igain wired from Broad- 
view to t he same ell'eel and of course they 
were held. .\t Winniiieg he mot one of 
the sharpers, who told liim his object waa 
not to got the goods away, but simply to 
wait until tlioy were across tho lino and 
tlitui request McLean to "divy" or ho 
wniild sjili'. .McLean produced his rail- 
way ticket, whieh was lo London, Ont. 
Ho says allbongh be hud shipped opium 
to London before, this was tho last 
consignment ho intended to bother him- 
self with.

The general court martial on MiuibaHhi 
Hassatn-Ktlendi Henhassaway, who com- 
iiiandeil tho lifth regiment (ligyptiaiis) at 
Khartoum, is now li.\ed, suys a Cairo cor- 
resiiondi^nt of the London Ihiilii .Veic.^.

For some months driblets of the Fifth 
Regiment, escaped from Khartoum, Imve 
been arriving at Cairo from the Soudan, 
and they have at present roacliod tho 
numliur of lot) privates, ollieer,-, .lud iion- 
counni-ssioneil ollicer... It v. ill be remoni- 
beroa that this w;us the rcgim<:ut that was 
supposed to be on guard ai the wi storn 
(Meesalia) and southwesioni "g.cie" oriMi- 
trance to Khartoum. (Iradiially evidence 
has been collected which, it ia alleged, 
will prove that Itinrlia.shi l'.onhassaw.ay, in 
collusion willi Kariir i'arh.i, who held the 
position of general, eorrespom led '.i n li the 
Mahdi, ancl wriite ,a lot tei- 1 o imn to i.he 
effect that uidoss ho altaekod i.y .Mond.n 
he would be too I.Ue, as I hii ' ■ ihighsh 
were close ;it hand." The letter, 
of courses, cannot be produced, but 
it will be sworn that it w.as written. Ii 
will bo proved, ii is also alleL:eii, that, on 
the luglit that Khartoum u a.s taken the 
lifth regiment, wlio hail charge of tho 
south-west and south entrances, never 
fired a shot, and in return they escaped 
the massacre, although they uere kept 
pri.sonors, and .are now .,'iadually escap- 
ing.

PASSED .AWAkr. 

Unexpect^ Demlsa of Kon; AUen S^niiil* 
StiTJiomMi pafc' : . 

We cannot call to niiiid a time when wo 

have been more deeply moved than on 
recei|)t of information yeiiterday morning 
that Hon. Allen Francis, late American 
consul at this port, had died at St. Thomas 
from thu effects of an accident sustained 
by being run over by a firo apparatus on 
the occasion of the recent railway accident 
near that town. The hijurios were at first 
believed to lie slight, and Mr. Francis 
sent a reassuring telegram to his aged 
partner in this city the day succeeding 
the accident. Latoij unfavorable symp- 
toms set in and the .shock conveyed by 
yesterday's telegram of a fatal termination 
was the first intimation received by his 
relatives and numerous friends hero tliat 
ho had not entirely recovered. The af- 
flicting intelligence was convoyed to Mrs. 
Francis by Mayor Fell, who broke the 
new,"! as gently as possiblo. Wo regret to 
May that the much respected lady and her 
family are plunged in the depths of woe, 
and can scarcely be consul 9(1 at the 
loss of the faithful and kving friend 
ami husband, in whoso company for fifty 
years she had walked life's path. The 
grief into which tlii.s family are plunged 
is rendered more acciite by the fact that 
Ihc ehlcst son of I\Ir. and Mrs. Francis 
was suddenly carried away by death only 
about a tvvelveinontli ago. 

The deceased geiitleuiaii waa a native 
of Wetlierslield, Conn., where bo wns 
liorn 72 years ago. He hecamo a printer, 
and early in life, in partnership with lii.s 
brother, the late Major l''i'aneia, estab- 
lished the llliitvi.-i St.ilf ,l,,in-i,(d, which 
the firm conducted with ability and suc- 
cess for twenty-seven years. During his 
journalist ic career Mr. Francis made the 
acijuaint.'ince of .Abraham Lincoln, after- 
wards Pri'sideiil of the I'liited States. 
Tlu:y bocame bisl trieiiiis, and it was at 
Mr. I''raiicis' huii.se that i\lr. Lincoln tirst 
met Mi.-is Tuild, whom he afterwards 
made his wife, lii iiSlU Mr. Francis was 
appointed consul »t this port by Mr. 
Lincoln and immeiliately came here with 
his then young family. .-Vfter a stay 
of a few niontlis he ac((uired 
properly and decided to settle per- 
manently ainongsl u.s. .\fter holding 
the consulsliip for a period of ten 
years, during which he discharged the 
duties with honor to himself and luolit to 
bis government, Mr. Francis resigntid to 
engage' in business. He was one of the 
tirst to reel igiii.'.e the importance of the 
.■\laskan fur trade; but after .some years 
de\ otee to the prosecution of that indus- 
try he resigned .tnd wa.s re appointed to 
thu Victoria consulate. The Arthur ad- 
ministration, six years ago, transferred 
Mr. Francis to St. Thomas in accordance 
with the policy of changing all the consuls 
who had biH'ii (like .Mr. I'Vancis) stationed 
a long time at one port. Mr. Fraiici.s 
left here willi a feeling of deep regret. 
He had come to look on \'ictoria as his 
home. .Uthougli a jili;<enuf the rejiublic 
he often remarked, "I wisii toli\e here 
until I die of old age ami !»,• buried in this 
lovely [ilace where 1 have met so many 
true friemis and where I have passed 
twoiity-onu of tlio hajipiest years of my 
life." Poor gentleman ! He was not per- 
mitted to live or die hero; but he will be 
buried at Boss I'.ay by the side of his son 
ami daughter .unl the distant mountains 
that guard the coiisV line of his native 
land will keep eternal \ igil over the spot 
that will be sacred to his dust. 

A year or so ago, when Mr. Francis 
vi.i-ited his hiinie in this city he received a 
populai' ovation and a memorial to Presi- 
dent I 'levelami asking for his reappoint 
lueiii to N'icloi'ia svas numerously signed 
by citil'.eiis uf all I'lasses. Besides his I'e- 
viued \i.iilu\\, t.iur cliililri'ii survive Mr. 
k'nincis, \ \'/.: Mis. l);i\iil Ldgar, of New 
\'ork city; IMrs. I'.. Holmes, of Portland, 
< Iregon ; ,M IS. lloU'ercainp, of .Sehome, \\ . 
T., ami lodwin, who is a government pilot 
and is mm oi. duly oil' t he euasl of Alask-i.
